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Cronin  &  Kelly  Face-Off  in  District  2  Election 


Candidates  discuss  Chinatown ’s  needs 

When  it  comes  to  District  2,  City 
Council  contenders  Jim  Kelly  and 
Michael  Cronin,  are  poles  apart.  In¬ 
cumbent  Kelly,  a  pragmatic  doer  who 
fights  for  street  lights  and  sewers,  calls 
Cronin’s  vision  of  affordable  health 
care  "pie-in-the-sky,"  while  gay  rights 
activist  Cronin  blames  Kelly  for  in¬ 
creasing  tensions  between  poor  and 
middle  class  people,  gay  and  straight 
folks.  In  the  Sept.  24  preliminary  elec¬ 
tion,  Kelly  won  7,249  votes,  mostly  from 
his  South  Boston  neighborhood  where 
44%  of  the  voters  went  to  the  ballot 
box.  Cronin  pulled  in  1,926  votes,  main¬ 
ly  from  the  South  End,  where  he  lives. 

Sampan  recently  asked  each  can¬ 
didate  what  he  saw  were  the  problems 
facing  Chinatown,  and  what  he  would 
do  about  these  concerns: 

For  Michael  Cronin,  who  is  current¬ 
ly  division  director  of  the  justice 
resource  institute,  an  agency  that  ser¬ 
ves  troubled  youths,  many  of 
Chinatown’s  issues  are  shared  by  resi¬ 
dents  citywide.  His  campaign  is  honing 
in  on  the  need  for  accessible

Police  Get  the  Picture 

Police ,  INS  photograph  Chinatown  youths

Chinatown  leaders,  concerned  by 
reports  of  alleged  police  misconduct, 
recently  met  with  Boston  Police 
Department  Area  A  Deputy  Superin¬ 
tendent  Robert  Hayden  and  officer 
Waiman  Lee,  a  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  detective,  at  the  regular  October 
meeting  of  Chinatown’s  Crime  Watch. 

Some  members  of  Crime  Watch 
reported  hearing  that  Lee  was 
photographing  youths  in  Chinatown, 
and  that  on  at  least  one  occasion  an 
INS  agent  accompanied  him.  At  the 
time  of  the  meeting,  Hayden  asked  the 
press  to  leave  because  he  thought 
police  procedures  would  be  discussed. 

Weeks  before  the  meeting,  Lee  had 
told  Sampan  that  as  part  of  his  surveil¬ 
lance  work  as  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department’s  Asian  Task 
Force,  he  was  photographing  youths  he 
knew  to  be  gang  members.  Lee  said  the 
youths  knew  who  he  was,  and  all  had 
consented  willingly  to  being 
photographed.  "I  know  most  of  the  kids 
by  name.  You  have  to  open  up  an  air¬ 
way  to  talk,"  said  Lee. 

The  photographs  are  used  by  the 
Boston  Police  Department  to  identify 
suspects,  said  Lee.  If  a  photograph  and 
ID  matches  with  a  name  on  the  police 
department  list  of  persons  with  out¬ 
standing  warrants,  Lee  arrests  the 
youthTLee  said  he  had  already  taken 
"hundreds"  of  photos  of  Asian  youths  in 
Chinatown.  Lee  said  that  Asian  gang 
members  are  usually  associated  with 
Chinatown  social  clubs,  and  often  have 
outstanding  warrants. 

Along  with  Lee,  the  Asian  Task 


Force,  initiated  last  winter  after  the 
January  murders  of  five  men  at  an  all- 
night  social  club  on  Tyler  St.,  is  made 
up  of  Detective  Homer  Moy,  Detective 
Russ  Grant,  Detective  Thomas  Morris¬ 
sey,  and  Detective  Sgt.  Walter  Cann- 
ey  • 

According  to  Lee,  photographing 
the  youths  aids  in  protecting 
Chinatown  from  drugs,  prostitution,  or 
extortion  because  once  Lee  has 
taken  a  youth’s  picture,  he  is  unlikely  to 
commit  a  crime.  Of  his  method,  Lee 
said,  "It  keeps  them  honest,  keeps  them 
on  their  toes.  They  know  they  can’t 
hang  around  without  being  stopped.  I 
believe  Chinatown  should  have  peace 
of  mind." 

Lee  said  he  did  not  believe  he  was 
violating  a  youth’s  civil  rights  because 
he  would  not  take  a  picture  if  a  person 
refused.  "We  don’t  go  around  putting 
people  up  against  the  wall,"  said  Lee. 

Some  community  members,  how¬ 
ever,  claim  that  police  investigations 
are  not  justified,  and  are  often  targeted 
at  innocent  bystanders. 

According  to  Linda  Asato,  who  wit¬ 
nessed  a  mid-September  round-up  of 
about  15  youths  at  the  Oak  Street  bas¬ 
ketball  court,  "everybody  looked 
stunned,  everyone  was  speechless." 
Asato,  who  is  assistant  director  of  the 
Quincy  School  Community  Council, 
said  she  did  not  see  anyone 
photographed.  She  heard  later  from 
one  youth  that  Lee  and  an  investigator 
from  the  INS  had  asked  them  to  show 
their  green  cards  or  IDs  that  evening.

Because  of  a  looming  budget  deficit, 
Chinatown’s  only  licensed  day-care 
center,  Acorn,  may  have  to  once  again 
cut  its  services,  said  director  Ber¬ 
nadette  Davidson. 

This  fall,  Acorn  laid-off  six  staff 
members,  and  closed  its  infant  class. 
Last  year,  the  center  could  accept 
children  as  young  as  two  months,  but 
now  the  age  minimum  is  15  months. 
The  program  has  shrunk  from  four  pre¬ 
school  classes  to  three,  from  two  tod¬ 
dler  classes  to  one  and  from  two 
kindergarten  classes  to  one. 

Acorn  is  serving  74  children,  down 
from  103  last  year.  At  least  sixty 
children  have  been  put  on  the  waiting 
list  since  September,  said  Davidson. 


A  casualty  of  Massachusetts  budget 
cuts,  day-care  programs  have  been 
beleaguered  for  the  last  two  years  with 
cuts  in  subsidized  slots,  changes  in  DSS 
funding  and  adjustments  to  AFDC 
slots. 

In  the  past,  centers  such  as  Acorn,  a 
program  of  the  Quincy  School  Com¬ 
munity  Council,  could  make  up  for  lost 
state  funds,  but  the  12%  cut  Acorn  was 
forced  to  make  may  be  impossible  to 
recover,  said  Council  director  David 
Moy. 

"We’re  already  facing  a  $20,000 
deficit,  and  I  predict  $70,000  before  the 
year  is  out.  We  can’t  swallow  that,"  said 
Moy.

General  Relief  Cut  for  Immigrants 


As  debate  raged  over  Gov. 
Weld’s  proposal  to  eliminate 
General  Relief  benefits  for 
14,000  recipients,  many  in¬ 
digent  immigrants  and 
refugees  waited  anxiously  for 
the  outcome.  On  Oct.  9,  the 
day  Weld  signed  his  new 
emergency  welfare  program 
into  law,  the  news  was  mixed: 
Students  under  21  living 
without  support  from  their 
parents  (the  case  of  many 
young  refugees  from 
Southeast  Asia)  would  be 
spared,  but  persons  over  the 
age  of  45  without  a  work  his¬ 
tory  (older  refugees  and  im¬ 
migrants)  would  be  cut. 

However,  some  immigrants 


and  refugees  over  45  years  old 
may  be  able  to  qualify  under 
certain  medical  disability 
criteria,  said  Regina  Lee, 
director  of  the  Massachusetts 
Office  for  Refugees  and  Im¬ 
migrants  (MORI).  MORI  will 
try  to  place  other  people  in  the 
over-45  group  into  employ¬ 
ment  and  training  programs, 
said  Lee. 

The  reorganization  of  the 
state’s  General  Relief  pro¬ 
gram  compounds  problems 
immigrants  and  refugees  al¬ 
ready  have  in  the  current 
economic  climate,  report  so¬ 
cial  service  workers.  Refugees 
are  finding  survival  more  dif¬ 
ficult  since  the  Federal 
Refugee  Cash  and  Medical

cut  from  12  months  to  8 
months.  "I  have  people  calling 
me  on  the  phone,  and  coming 
into  my  office  crying  because 

they  are  so  worried  about 
being  cut,"  said  Binh  Tran,  a 
counselor  at  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association 
(CACA).  Since  training 
programs  have  been  cut, 
general  relief  eliminated  for 
many,  and  the  federal  cash  as¬ 
sistance  program  limited, 
some  people  may  turn  to 
criminal  means  of  making  an 
income,  said  Tran. 

MORI,  which  receives 
federal  funding  to  implement 
educational  and  support 
programs  serving  refugees 
and  immigrants,  will  only  be 
level  funded  next  year,  even 
though  the  number  of  refugees 
coming  to  Massachusetts  will 
probably  increase,  by  seven 
percent,  said  Lee. 

Meanwhile,  social  service 
workers  say  they  are  not  clear 
about  how  to  counsel  their 
clients.  Judy  Sachs,  who  works 
with  Soviet  emigres  at  Jewish 
Vocational  Services  said,  "We 
have  grave  concerns  for  older 
refugees  who  have  no  work  ex¬ 
perience,  but  my  most  serious 
concern  right  now  is  the  lack 
of  adequate  information  about 
this."  Sachs  said  she  estimated 
that  at  least  52  older  clients 
would  be  cut  off  from  General 
Relief  aid. 

State  Representative  Nel¬ 
son  Merced  (D-Dorchester) 
who  opposed  the  new  pro¬ 
gram  said  that  Weld’s  law 
"penalizes  undocumented 
people,  and  also  a  lot  of  other 
people."  Under  the  new  law, 
refugees  without  documenta¬ 
tion  will  be  dropped  from  the 
General  Relief  program.  "This 
is  a  shortsighted  policy  that’s 
unfortunately  going  to  be  im¬ 
plemented,"  said  Merced,  a 
few  hours  before  Weld  signed

have  to  shrink  to  28  slots,  the  number 
of  children  the  program  served  when  it 
first  opened  in  1972,  if  the  deficit  con¬ 
tinues. 

Last  year,  the  state  froze  all  sub¬ 
sidized  slots  for  qualified  working 
parents,  and  although  the  slots  have 
been  unfrozen,  there  are  still  not 
enough  to  serve  the  needs  of  Asian 
parents.  "I’m  getting  three  or  four  walk- 
ins  who  qualify  every  day,  but  we  have 


no  open  slots,"  said  Davidson.  Fifty-one 
slots  are  subsidized  for  working 
parents  who  cannot  afford  the  full  tui¬ 
tion.  Private  tuition  is  $130  per  week  for 
a  pre-schooler  and  $170  per  week  for  a 
toddler. 

To  provide  quality  daycare,  Acorn 
cannot  cut  certain  expenses.  "We  have 
to  maintain  room  temperature,  and  we 
need  to  purchase  supplies,"  Davidson 
said. 

According  to  state  guidelines, 
Acorn  is  not  permitted  to  raise  its  fees, 
and  even  if  it  could,  most  paying 
parents  would  not  be  able  to  afford  it, 
said  Moy. 

Acorn  teachers  are  all  qualified 
daycare  teachers,  an  asset  that  would 
be  hard  to  replace,  said  Davidson.  At 
Acorn,  children  receive  a  carefully 
planned  age-appropriate 

Chinese/English  bilingual  program. 
The  emphasis  is  on  teaching  children 
language  development  through  play, 
the  most  effective  teaching  tool  for 
children  under  six,  said  Davidson. 
"There’s  nothing  out  there  than  can 
give  them  this  kind  of  head  start  in 
school,"  Davidson  said. 


Cronin  &  Kelly 
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healthcare,  public  safety,  jobs,  com¬ 
munity  control  of  development,  and  a 
"city  education  system  that  works,"  he 
said. 


Cronin’s  major  fight  is  healthcare 
for  those  who  can’t  get  it  -  service 
workers,  uninsured  restaurant 
workers,  and  low  income  people  with 
HIV  who  need  treatment.  How  would 
he  bring  action  on  these  issues  as  a  city 
councilor?  "By  demonstrating  leader¬ 
ship,  and  expanding  the  role  of  the  city 
council.  The  current  councilor  has  the 
idea  that  it’s  filling  potholes,  getting 
lights  fixed,  but  the  job  is  far  more  than 
that,"  said  Cronin. 

Cronin,  who  served  on  a  task  force 
that  forced  Medicaid  to  pay  for  treat¬ 


ment  for  people  with  HIV  immediately, 
instead  of  after  they  had  acquired 
AIDS,  said  District  2  has  the  highest 
incidence  of  HIV  in  the  city,  and  that 
the  breast  cancer  rate  is  twice  the  norm 
for  the  city. 

The  Boston  schools  could  save 
money  and  improve  quality  by 
eliminating  district  administration, 
claims  Cronin,  a  former  South  Boston 
High  school  teacher  who  favors  school- 
based  management.  "I  support  parents, 
teachers,  and  students  working  as  a 
team.  A  principal  should  be  out  there 
organizing  the  community,  and 
teachers,  and  the  school  board  should 
support  the  principals.  Now  schools 
don’t  have  autonomy,"  he  said. 

Cronin  is  calling  for  safe  sex  educa¬ 
tion,  free  condom  distribution  in  the 
schools,  and  social  services  that  target 


drop-outs.  "The  first  few  years  of 
desegregation  we  started  a  ’school 
within  a  school’  at  South  Boston  High, 
taking  aside  kids  who  needed  the  most 
help  and  teaching  them  ourselves.  We 
should  be  really  targetting  kids  who  are 
truant,  and  getting  parents  involved," 
Cronin  said. 

Funding  for  bilingual  education 
could  be  enhanced  by  a  commuter  tax, 
Cronin  said.  A  supporter  of  cultural 
diversity  within  education,  he  would 
like  to  see  the  Boston  schools  "explore 
the  advantages  of  urban  education." 

Institutions  planning  to  expand  into 
residential  neighborhoods,  such  as  the 
New  England  Medical  Center,  should 
be  required  to  hold  community  meet¬ 
ings,  and  make  their  linkage  and  com¬ 
munity  benefits  known,  said  Cronin. 
Under  the  current  system,  com¬ 
munities  can’t  monitor  or  enforce 
linkage  agreements,  he  said. 

To  solve  Chinatown’s  perennial 
problems  with  prostitution  and  the  ac¬ 
companying  street  crime,  Cronin  takes 
the  long-term  approach.  "Since  many 
people  who  commit  those  crimes  are 
drug-users,  I  support  drug-treatment 
on  demand,  and  more  treatment  beds," 
he  said.  A  believer  in  taking  social  ser¬ 
vices  to  the  people  who  need  them, 
Cronin  points  to  the  success  of  a  pro¬ 
gram  he  initiated  in  Park  Square  which 
distributes  condoms,  and  teaches 
people  how  to  bleach  drug  equi- 
pmemnt.  Vocational  training  and  job 
coaching  should  also  be  made  open  for 
those  people,  too.  "We  need  to  make 
sure  the  real  problems  get  addressed," 
he  said. 

Cronin  supports  a  civilian  review 
board  of  the  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  While  chair  of  the  Greater  Bos¬ 
ton  Lesbian/Gay  Political  Alliance, 
which  studied  internal  affairs  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  Cronin  dis¬ 
covered  that  fewer  than  8%  of  civilian 
complaints  against  the  police  force  are 
validated.  "Charges  brought  up  by  su¬ 
perior  officers  were  upheld  50%  of  the 
time,  showing  that  civilians  don’t  have 
much  of  a  chance." 

Cronin  recommends  that  the  police 
department  emphasize  more  cultural 
training  for  officers.  "It’s  more  than 
reassigning  them  to  the  streets.  They 
don’t  know  what  to  do.  They  have  to  be 
re-trained,  learn  how  to  identify  com¬ 
munity  leaders,  and  how  to  work  with  a 
community,"  Cronin  said. 

Admitting  that  Kelly’s  wide  margin 
may  be  hard  to  beat,  Cronin  said  that 
part  of  his  purpose  in  running  is  to  give 
Kelly  a  "substantial  challenge"  and  to 
also  "start  organizing  folks  in  the  city, 
get  the  progressive  message  out,  make 
a  candidate  respond  to  all  the  issues, 
including  AIDS,  and  breast  cancer."  In 
the  next  month,  Cronin  will  work  hard 
to  win  the  progressive  vote  in  the  South 
End,  Bay  Village,  and  Chinatown,  he 
said. 

Michael  Cronin  is  endorsed  by  the 
Ward  4  and  Ward  9  Democratic  Com¬ 
mittees,  Boston  NOW,  Rep.  Byron 
Rushing,  Councilor  David  Scondras, 
Local  26,  the  Boston  Tenants  Cam¬ 
paign  Organization,  Mel  King,  and  the 
Boston  Globe. 

For  Kelly,  who  has  represented  Dis¬ 
trict  2  since  1983,  Chinatown’s  major 
problem  can  be  summed  up  in  two 
words,  "youth  gangs."  Kelly  would 
recommend  that  Chinatown  receive 
more  police  foot  patrols,  preferably 
staffed  by  Asian  officers.  Kelly  said  that 
Chinatown  doesn’t  have  enough 


patrols  because  it  "has  been 
shortchanged  -  all  the  patrols  are  going 
to  area  B  in  Roxbury." 

According  to  Kelly,  the  call  for  a 
police  civilian  review  board  is  coming 
from  "a  small  handful  of  people  who 
use  any  occasion  they  can  to  malign  the 
Boston  Police  Department."  Civilian 
boards  are  prohibited  by  state  law  he 
said,  and  in  other  cities  they  haven’t 
worked.  Kelly  added  that  his  is  confi¬ 
dent  that  cadets  receive  training  in  cul¬ 
tural  diversity.  Instead  of  a  civilian 
review  board,  he  said  citizens  can  file 
charges  with  the  attorney  general’s  of¬ 
fice,  or  with  the  district  attorney. 

More  familiar  with  the  leadership  of 
Chinatown,  than  t  its  residents,  Kelly  is 
nonetheless  known  within  the  district 
for  a  quick  response  to  constituents’ 
complaints.  In  1984,  Kelly  was  chair  of 
the  Housing  Committee  which  forged 
legislation  to  prevent  condominium 
conversions  and  tenant  evictions,  he 
said.  Last  year,  he  worked  closely  with 
the  Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association  to  secure  rental  slots  for 
Asian  tenants  at  Waterford  Place  on 
Shawmut  Ave.,  the  first  affordable 
housing  project  created  under  linkage. 

Aware  of  the  community’s  persist¬ 
ent  requests  for  better  lighting  on  Edin- 
boro  St.,  Knapp  St.,  and  Harrison  Ave., 
Kelly  said  lights  will  be  in  place  by 
springtime.  The  new  lights  are  slated 
for  installation  under  Flynn’s  five-year 
capital  plan,  a  program  Kelly  criticizes 
for  its  slow  delivery. 

Cronin’s  call  for  affordable 
healthcare  is  unrealistic  is  the  current 
economic  climate,  which  he  compares 
to  the  Depression  of  the  1930s.  "We  all 
want  affordable  housing,  healthcare, 
even  affordable  suits,  but  when  you  get 
into  office,  things  look  different,"  he 
said.  Kelly  said  he  had  no  ideas  on  how 
to  address  urban  healthcare  problems. 

About  his  opponent,  Kelly  said,  "I’ve 
been  in  city  hall  for  8  years,  and  was 
involved  with  a  lot  of  issues,  and  I’ve 
never  heard  of  Michael  Cronin  until  he 
announced.  I  know  he’s  said  some  un¬ 
kind  things  about  me.  He’s  a  gay  activist 
involved  with  groups  like  ACT  UP  and 
Queer  Nation.  But  he’s  never  been  to 
meetings  on  cleaning-up  the  South 
End,  South  Boston.  I  know  everyone, 
and  Cronin  doesn’t  fall  into  that 
category." 

Kelly  is  confident  he  will  win  the 
District  2  election.  "My  7,500  votes 
stand  as  my  endorsement,"  he  said.

half  ago,  said  he  comes  to  Chinatown 
frequently  to  investigate  Asian-gang 
related  crime.  At  least  7  homicides  in 
Boston  have  been  traced  to  Asian-gang 
activity,  said  Goldman. 

Goldman  investigates  immigration 
fraud,  illicit  vending,  marriage  fraud  . 
and  alien  smuggling,  he  said.  He  also 
chases  down  people  who  were  con¬ 
victed  of  an  aggravated  felony,  served 
time,  and  are  then  subject  to  deporta¬ 
tion.  Like  Lee,  with  whom  he  has 
worked  from  time  to  time, 

Goldman  checks  IDs  and  photographs 
youths  he  knows  are  gang  members.  "I 
never  take  a  picture  of  someone  who 
hasn’t  consented.  Some  are  offended 
their  pictures  arc  not  taken,"  Goldman 
said. 

When  asked  how  he  identifies  Asian  . 
gang  members,  Goldman  said,  "If  you 
are  from  Chinatown  and  you  don’t 
know  who’s  in  a  gang,  then  I  have  dif¬ 
ficulty  believing  it." 

Some  community  members  who 
were  critical  of  Boston  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  policy  were  reluctant  to  go  on 
record  because  they  feared  the  Police 
Department  would  not  maintain  ser¬ 
vice  to  Chinatown. 

Generally,  members  of  the 
Chinatown  Crime  Watch  credit  the 
Boston  Police  Department  for  reduc-  . 
ing  Chinatown  street  crime  in  the  last 
year  and  a  half.  Hayden  and  Tufts 
security  officers  attend  the  meetings 


where  Crime  Watch  members  can  ask 
questions  about  police  coverage,  and 
press  for  more  Asian  officers.  Troubles 
with  organized  crime  and  extortion  are 
never  discussed  at  the  monthly  meet¬ 
ings. 

Although  Crime  Watch  members 
seemed  supportive  of  the  Boston 
Police  Department,  some  gave 
cautious  warnings  about  Lee’s  proce¬ 
dure. 

George  Joe,  director  of  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  (CNC),  and  a  Crime  Watch 
organizer,  said  Lee,  who  usually  works 
in  plainclothes,  should  make  clear  that 
he  is  a  police  officer  before  he  ques¬ 
tions  youths.  About  using  photographs 
as  a  crime  deterrent,  Joe  said,  "If  I  was 
a  person  of  the  gang  persuasion  and 
Waiman  had  my  photo,  I’d  think  twice 
about  doing  anything  stupid." 

Chinatown  youth  workers  were  also 
skeptical  about  Lee’s  procedure. 
Richard  Chin,  director  of  the  South 
Cove  YMCA,said  he  heard  from  some 
youths  that  Lee  had  not  identified  him¬ 
self  as  a  police  detective. 

Youth  Essential  Services  (YES) 
Director  Jane  Leung  said,  "We  teach 
kids  to  obey  the  law,  but  we  don’t  think 
it  does  any  good  to  use  tactics  that  no 
one  can  even  talk  about  in  public.  We 
want  the  police  to  be  good  role  models, 
and  we  want  the  kids  to  believe  the 
police  are  protecting  public  safety.  But 
who  are  they  going  after?

INSIDE  CHINATOWN 


Dynasty  Workers  Win 


In  a  recent  out-of-court  set- 
^  tlement,  Dynasty  restaurant 
workers  won  back  pay  owned 
to  them  by  restaurant  co¬ 
owner  and  manager  Wilson 
Lee.  The  two  former  waiters 
received  a  total  of  $8,179  on 
Oct  2  after  filing  their  com¬ 
plaint  with  the  Department  of 
Labor  and  Industries  seven¬ 
teen  months  ago. 

The  workers’call  for  a 
boycott  of  Dynasty  last  July 
and  their  formal  complaint 
>•  with  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industries  is  the  first  time 
such  actions  were  taken 
against  a  Chinatown  business. 

The  $8,179  payment, 
hashed  out  over  weeks  and 
months  of  negotiations,  did 
not  come  automatically.  Al¬ 
though  in  late  August  Lee  had 
signed  an  agreement  with  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  In¬ 
dustries  to  pay  the  $8,179  in 
full,  he  attempted  to  back  out 
-1  of  the  deal  repeatedly  during 
the  month  of  September.  The 
week  of  September  1,  he 
-  claimed  he  had  already  paid 
one  of  the  waiters  $1,500.  On 
Sept.  11,  he  made  the  first  pay¬ 


ment  of  $5,700.  Later  that 
week,  he  tried  to  settle  with  the 
workers’  lawyer  for  a  total  of 
$5,700.  He  made  a  second  pay¬ 
ment  of  $1,867,  and  by  Oct.  2, 
after  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industries  was  again 
alerted,  he  paid  the  remaining 
$612. 

The  $8,179  did  not  repre¬ 
sent  all  the  money  owed  them, 
said  former  waiters,  because  it 
does  not  include  deducted  tips 
or  overtime  pay.  Tips  and 
overtime  payments  are  not  en¬ 
forced  by  the  Department  of 
Labor  and  Industries. 

The  workers  initially  filed 
their  complaint  with  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  In¬ 
dustries  alone,  but  later  sought 
support  from  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
(CPA)  and  Greater  Boston 
Legal  Services  in  gathering 
evidence  for  their  case.  When 
one  of  the  waiters,  Steve  Hue 
Tan,  died  in  a  shooting  last 
winter,  his  wife,  Mei  Hue  Tan, 
continued  to  pursue  the  com¬ 
plaint.  The  other  waiter  who 
received  payment  was  Pang 
Lan  Liu.

Draws  City , 
Chinatown 


Chinatown  activists  joined 
400  Boston  residents  in  the 
second  State  of  the  Neighbor¬ 
hoods  Convention  on  Oct.  5. 
Participants  endorsed  a  set  of 
three  resolutions  addressing 
neighborhood  concerns:  That 
neighborhood  groups  need  to 
work  together  across  com¬ 
munity  lines  and  address  com¬ 
mon  problems,  including  with 
the  police;  that  the  Inspection- 
al  Services  Department  be 
reformed,  including  training 
and  education  of  inspectors, 
establishment  of  an  Inspector 
General  or  equivalent 
watchdog  unit  to  ensure  ac¬ 
countability;  that  government 
provide  tools  and  resources  to 
support  community  planning 
efforts. 

During  the  day-long  con¬ 
vention  at  UMass/Downtown 
Campus,  neighborhood  ac¬ 
tivists  shared  their  problems 
and  solutions  in  workshops 
ranging  from  Fundraising  to 
Neighborhood-Based  Plan¬ 
ning,  Youth  Programs  to 
Biotechnology  Development  in 
Boston.  One  workshop  that  at¬ 
tracted  the  most  participants 
was  "Re-Energizing  Activism: 
How  do  we  get  more  people 
involved  in  neighborhood  ac¬ 
tivities?"  co-chaired  by 
Suzanne  Lee,  co-chair  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Associa¬ 
tion.  Other  Chinatown  leaders 
who  spoke  were  George  Joe, 
director  of  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council,  a 
presentor  on  the  "Community 
Policing"  workshop;  Carlton 
Sagara  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop  who 
spoke  on  a  panel  on  "Media," 
and  Tom  Louie  of  the  English 
Plus  Coalition  who  was  part  of 
a  workshop  on  "Respecting 
Diversity." 

Carol,  Lee,  director  of  the 
Asian  Community  Develop¬ 
ment  Corporation,  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  "Institutional 
Expansion"  workshop,  which 
also  included  representatives 
from  East  Boston,  Allston- 
Brighton,  and  the  Fenway. 
"We  enjoyed  meeting  and 
working  together  and  came  up 
with  a  couple  of  ideas  that 
would  re-activate  the  Institu¬ 
tional  Expansion  Board  and 
help  develop  a  process  for  in¬ 
stitutional  planning  in  Boston. 
It’s  not  the  kind  of  thing  any 
one  neighborhood  can  work 
on  alone,"  said  Lee. 

Initiated  by  the  Coalition 
for  Community  Control  of 
Development  and  co-spon¬ 
sored  by  the  Episcopal  City 
Mission  and  Citizens  for 
Safety,  the  convention  was  en¬ 
dorsed  by  over  140  organiza¬ 
tions,  including  the  Chinese 
Merchants’  Association,  the 
Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  the  Boston

dancing  for  a  crowd.  Leong 
said  he  achieved  such  off  mo¬ 
ments  by  shooting  for  hours 
until  people  became  bored 
with  him  and  forgot  he  was 
there.  The  technique  serves 
him  well  -  these  glimpses  have 


a  candid,  authentic  feel,  per¬ 
haps  all  the  more  so  for  their 
discontinuity. 


Leong,  a  fourth  generation 
Chinese  American,  spent 
some  time  in  the  southern  vil¬ 
lages  of  both  sides  of  his  fami¬ 
ly,  the  Kuangs  of  Toishan  on 
his  mother’s  side,  and  the 
Liangs  of  Shunde  in 
Guangdong  province.  Travel¬ 
ing  on  a  G.  Peabody  Gardner 
Fellowship  from  Harvard 
University,  Leong  discovered 
that  he  identified  more  with 
Chinese  immigrants  living  in 
America  than  with  mainland 
Chinese.  Arriving  in  China 
the  day  after  the  Tiananmen 
Square  massacre  on  June  4, 
Leong  initially  thought  "I 
could  get  a  hold  of  what’s 
going  on  there,  but  I  realized 
that  things  are  much  more 
open-ended,  and  for  me, 

fathomless."  His  travels  were 
a  full  circle  from  America  to 
China  and  back  again.  These 
versions  of  China,  he  says,  are 
an  American’s.  At  the  Car¬ 
penter  Center  for  the  Visual 
Arts,  24  Quincy  St., 
Cambridge,  Ma.,  through  Oct. 
27.

together,"  said  Reinstein,  adding,  "the 
circumstances  of  being  asked  are  in¬ 
herently  coercive."  If  consent  has  been 
given,  Reinstein  said,  then  youths  could 

also  ask  that  the  pictures  be  withdrawn 
or  returned  to  them. 


Regina  Lee,  director  of  the  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  Organization  of  Refugees 
and  Immigrants,  said  that  youths  who 
think  their  civil  rights  may  have  been 
violated  should  contact  the  Attorney 
General’s  office  or  the  Lawyers’  Com¬ 
mittee  for  Civil  Rights  Under  Law  and 
request  an  investigation.

Look  for  savings  when  choosing  your  bank

Pinij  Santilukka  walked 
into  one  of  Shawmut  Bank’s 
downtown  offices,  thinking  he 
would  only  be  there  for  fifteen 
minutes.  How  long  could  it 
possibly  take  to  open  a  savings 
account? 

Half  an  hour  later,  he  ex¬ 
ited  with  a  worn  expression  on 
his  face.  "When  I  first  went 
into  the  bank,  I  thought  it  was 
a  simple  process,  but  instead, 
I  was  bombarded  with  all  these 
different  options  of  savings 
and  checking  accounts." 

Choosing  a  bank  is  no 
longer  as  simple  as  calculating 
which  one  is  closest  to  home  or 
most  convenient  from  work. 
Even  with  the  nationwide  clos¬ 
ing  of  financial  institutions, 
there  are  still  many  banks 
holding  strong  during  the 
recession  and  offering  a 
variety  of  services  to  their  cus¬ 
tomers.

At  Shawmut  Bank,  a 
savings  account  is  no  longer 
just  an  account  for  a  customer 
to  deposit  money  into  and 
earn  interest.  Shawmut  offers 
the  Partnership  Account,  the 
Market  Rate  Savings  Ac¬ 
count,  the  Statement  Savings 
Account,  and  the  Certificate 
of  Deposit  Account  for  their 
customers  to  choose  from.

Life  insurance  -  an  umbrella  for  a  rainy  day

John  wants  to  supplement  his  earn¬ 
ings  from  his  job  with  a  conservative 
investment. 

Jane  wants  to  assure  that  she  will 
have  saved  enough  money  to  survive 
after  retirement.  The  Joneses  need  to 
save  enough  money  to  insure  that  their 
three  children  will  be  able  to  attend 
college  in  ten  years.  Bob  is  terminally 
ill,  but  he  wants  to  make  sure  that  his 
wife  and  kids  will  be  able  to  live  com¬ 
fortably  after  his  death. 

John,  Jane,  Bob,  and  the  Joneses 
decide  that  the  solution  to  their 
problems  is  to  invest  in  life  insurance. 

Traditionally,  the  purchase  of  life 
insurance  was  thought  of  as  a  means  of 
insuring  that  the  immediate  family 
would  be  taken  care  of  financially  if 
anything  were  to  happen  to  one  of  the 
household’s  wage  earners.  Tony  Chan, 
account  representative  for 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance,  points 


out  that  now  people  are  also  buying  life 
insurance  as  a  form  of  investment. 
"Life  insurance  today  offers  cash 
value,"  he  says. 

Jonathan  Phan,  sales  manager  for 
New  York  Life  Insurance  agrees.  He 
says  that  the  three  main  reasons  his 
customers  have  decided  to  purchase 
life  insurance  are  because  they  want  to 
accumulate  money  for  their  retirement 
fund,  because  they  want  to  save  money 
for  their  children’s  education,  and  for 
financial  protection  purposes.  "Buy 
life  insurance  for  very  conservative  in¬ 
vestments,"  he  says. 

Most  insurance  companies  offer  two 
basic  types  of  life  insurance,  although 
they  may  go  by  different  names.  They 
are  term  insurance  and  permanent  in¬ 
surance. 

At  The  Prudential  Insurance  of 
America,  term  insurance  is  called  pure 
protection.  There  is  no  cash  value  on

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doesn’t  even  need  a  credit 
card.  With  a  BayBank  card 
and  the  X-Press  Check  ser¬ 
vice,  a  person  can  make  pur¬ 
chases  at  over  eight  million 
establishments  where  Master- 
Card  is  accepted.  "The  pur¬ 
chase  amount  is  deducted 
automatically  from  your 
checking  account  -  as  if  you’d 
written  a  check.  X-Press 
Check  is  an  ideal  way  to  pay 
for  everyday  purchases  where 
you  would  normally  write  a 
check  or  pay  cash,"  says  the 
brochure. 

Unlike  a  normal  credit 
card,  there  is  no  annual  fee  to 
get  this  service.  There  is  also 
no  transaction  fee  for  the  pur¬ 
chases. 

It  is  similar  to  a  Mastercard 
or  a  Visa  because  most  X- 
Press  Check  purchases  are 
covered  automatically  by 
Buyer  Protection,  which 
protects  items  against  loss, 
theft,  fire  or  other  damage  for 
up  to  90  days  from  the  date  of 
purchase.  One  also  has  to  file 
an  application  and  be  ap¬ 
proved  in  order  to  participate. 

What  is  needed  for  ap¬ 
proval  is  a  BayBank  checking 
account  with  a  Reserve  Credit 
or  BayPlus  Credit  line  of  at 
least  $1,000  and  good  credit. 

Reserve  Credit  is  another 
special  service  BayBank  offers 
its  customers.  "BayBank 
Reserve  Credit  is  more  than 
just  another  source  of  cash.  It’s 
overdraft  protection,  as  well  as 
a  line  of  credit.  For  BayBank’s 


checking  account  customers, 
that  offers  financial  flexibility," 
describes  the  brochure. 

The  Reserve  Credit  service 
basically  gives  the  consumer  a 
credit  line.  It  protects  cus¬ 
tomers  from  "bounced" 
checks,  up  to  the  available 
credit  limit,  and  it  allows  them 
to  write  a  check  for  more  than 
the  balance  in  their  BayBank 
checking  account.  Further¬ 
more,  customers  can  transfer 
money  from  Reserve  Credit  to 
their  checking  account,  or  they 
can  directly  withdraw  cash  at 
an  ATM  machine.  There  is  no 
application  fee  and  no  annual 
fee  involved  either. 

Banks  also  have  services 
which  target  certain  consumer 
groups.  For  instance,  Shaw- 
mut  has  three  Business  Retire- 
ment  Plans:  Simplified 
Employee  Pension  (SEP), 
Profit  Sharing  Plan,  and  a 
Money  Purchase  Plan. 

SEP  is  considered  by  the 
bank  to  be  the  ideal  retirement 
plan  for  businesses  with  less 
than  10  employees.  Annual 
tax  deductible  contributions 
can  add  up  to  $30,000  or  15% 
of  the  salary. 

The  Profit  Sharing  Plan 
gives  the  business  owner  a 
higher  degree  of  control  over 
the  retirement  program. 

Finally,  the  Money  Pur¬ 
chase  Plan  is  similar  to  the 
Profit  Sharing  Plan  except  that 
the  same  level  of  annual  con¬ 
tributions  must  be  made  each 
year,  and  the  maximum  de¬ 
ductible  contribution  is 
$30,000,  or  25%  of  compensa¬ 


tions 

For  those  who  are  inter¬ 
ested  in  Shawmut’s  business 
retirement  plans,  the  bank  of¬ 
fers  special  seminars 
throughout  the  state  to  talk 
about  the  various  options 
available. 

The  Bank  of  Boston  breaks 
up  their  services  into  two  basic 
programs:  First  Step  Banking 
and  Portfolio  Banking. 

First  Step  Banking  is 
geared  towards  the  lower  in¬ 
come  individual  or  people  new 
to  banking,  such  as  students. 
Special  services  offered  under 
this  program  include  a  check¬ 
ing  account  for  people  who 
can’t  keep  a  minimum  balance 
and  who  want  to  avoid  paying 
many  of  the  monthly  service 
fees. 

Portfolio  Banking  requires 
that  the  customer  maintain  a 
balance  of  $10,000  or  more, 
but  the  services  include  a  free 
checking  account,  free 
traveler’s  checks  and  a  special 
booth  at  the  bank  for  faster 
service. 

The  smaller  banks  also  pro¬ 
vide  special  services  for  its 
customers.  The  Liberty  Bank, 
located  a  7  School  St.in  Bos¬ 
ton,  offers  CD’s  at  a  rate  that 
is  usually  half  a  point  higher 
than  the  market  rate.  For 
CD’s  with  a  longer  term,  an 
even  higher  rate  may  be  given. 

Hwa  Chu  Lien,  the  Chair¬ 
man  and  Treasurer  of  the  bank 
recommended  Chinese  cus¬ 
tomers  to  look  into  this  savings 
option  because  they  earn  a 
higher  interest  than  the 


regular  savings  accounts. 

Liberty  Bank  also  offers  an 
SBA  (Small  Business  Ad¬ 
ministration)  loan.  This  is  a 
government  guaranteed  loan 
that  helps  merchants  to  start 
new  businesses. 

A  service  at  Lien’s  bank 
that  is  popular  with  the 
Chinese  community  is  the 
transfer  of  money  from  the 
United  States  to  China  via 
Hong  Kong. 

Liberty  Bank’s  target  cus¬ 
tomers  can  be  considered  to 
be  Chinese  people,  especially 
those  living  in  Chinatown. 
"We’re  unique  in  the  sense 
that  we  can  understand  Orien¬ 
tal  background.  We  speak 
Chinese,  and  any  inquiry,  any 
consultation,  even  if  they  have 
no  bank  account  with  us,  is  for 
free,"  says  Lien.  He  believes 
that  a  simple  task  of  opening  a 
bank  account  may  be  very  dif¬ 
ficult  for  newly  arrived  im¬ 
migrants.  "Some  of  the 
Chinese  people,  they  don’t 
even  know  how  to  go  to  the 
bank  and  get  a  loan,"  he  says. 

A  bank  which  has  targeted 
itself  as  an  institution  for  busi¬ 
nesses,  even  though  it  also  ac¬ 
cepts  personal  accounts,  is  the 
Asian  American  Bank  at  17 
Kneeland  St.  Along  with  such 
services  as  mortgage  lending 
and  commercial  lending,  the 
bank  also  provides  interna¬ 
tional  letters  of  credit.  This  is 
important  for  those  involved 
with  international  trade.  It 
guarantees  foreign  businesses 


that  they  will  be  paid  the 
specified  amount  of  money  by 
the  bank’s  customer. 

The  bank  also  has  bilingual 
capabilities  and  consultations 
for  those  interested  in  learning 
more  about  the  bank.  Like 
Liberty  Bank,  it  caters  to 
Asian  American  customers. 
"No  other  bank  can  offer  the 
understanding  of  community 
needs,"  says  Vivian  Wenhuey 
Chen  Huang,  chairperson  of 
the  board. 

The  U.S.  Trust  Bank,  lo¬ 
cated  at  205  Tremont  St.,  finds 
itself  doing  business  mainly 
with  the  Chinese  community 
as  well.  Margaret  Chan,  assis¬ 
tant  vice  president  of  the  bank 
says,  "Seventy-five  percent  of 
our  deposits  and  mortgages 
come  from  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity." 

U.S.  Trust  Bank  deals 
primarily  with  businesses  but 
also  handles  personal  ac¬ 
counts.  For  instance,  the  bank 
offers  customers  a  line  of 
credit  to  Hong  Kong. 

Choosing  which  bank  to 
deal  with  is  highly  dependent 
on  what  an  individual’s  or  a

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the  policy.  King  C.  Tse,  director  of 
Asian  Marketing  there,  compares  it  to 
paying  rent  for  an  apartment.  Instead 
of  paying  rent  once  a  month,  one  pays 
a  premium  every  year.  When  one 
decides  to  move  from  the  apartment,  or 
when  one  decides  to  cancel  the  policy, 
there  is  no  return  on  the  investment. 

On  the  other  hand,  Tse  compares 
the  permanent  insurance  policy,  to 
paying  a  mortgage  on  a  home.  When 
one  decides  to  move  from  the  home  or 
cancel  the  policy,  both  can  be  sold  and 
a  profit  can  be  made.  Essentially,  one 
can  receive  money  from  the  insurance 
company  without  having  to  die  first. 

The  downfall  of  the  permanent  in¬ 
surance  policy  is  that  there  is  a  higher 
premium  initially  to  be  paid.  Some¬ 
times,  term  policies  will  have  an  initial 
premium  that  is  50%  less  than  per¬ 
manent  policy  premiums.  Tse  says, 
"Permanent  policies  are  more  expen¬ 
sive  at  first  because  they  have  higher 
premiums,  but  cost  less  in  the  long  run." 

Chan  concurs  with  Tse’s  sentiment. 
"People  who  buy  permanent  life  in¬ 
surance  want  a  sum  of  money  accumu¬ 
lated  for  future  use,"  he  says. 

New  York  Life  offers  a  combination 
of  a  term  insurance  policy  with  an  in¬ 
vestment  return.  This  policy  began  in 
1976,  and  it  is  called  Universal  Life. 
Phan  explains  that  the  cash  value  rate 
of  the  policy  is  based  on  the  current 
interest  rate,  and  it  provides  rate 
flexibility  (increase  or  decrease  in  the 
premium).  "It’s  a  great  product  for 
people  starting  out.  It’s  not  good  for 
someone  over  40-years-old,"  he  says. 

With  The  Prudential  Insurance  of 
America,  one  can  also  receive  money 
without  first  dying  with  the  company’s 
Living  Needs  Benefit.  This  benefit  can 


provide  funds  from  the  life  insurance 
policy  when  the  person  the  policy  in¬ 
sures  has  been  confined  to  a  nursing 
home  for  at  least  six  months  and  is 
expected  to  be  permanently  confined, 
or  when  he  or  she  is  terminally  ill. 
Some  or  all  of  the  life  insurance  policy 
will  be  paid  before  death  in  a  lump  sum 
or  on  a  monthly  basis.  Tse  points  out 
that  some  people  may  be  eligible  to 
receive  up  to  90%  of  the  insurance 
without  first  dying.  He  says  that  the 
Prudential  is  the  first  insurance  com¬ 
pany  in  the  United  States  to  offer  a 
benefit  like  this.  The  Living  Needs 
Benefit  has  just  been  approved  in  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  in  July  of  this  year. 

With  all  companies,  there  is  a  two 
year  contestability  period.  This  means 
that  if  the  insurance  holder  dies  within 
the  first  two  years,  the  company  has  the 
right  to  contest  the  claim  for  fraud. 
After  the  two  years,  regardless  of  how 
the  person  dies,  the  company  will  pay 
up. 

Tse  explains  that  there  are  three 
major  factors  that  companies  look  at 
when  figuring  out  how  much  of  a 
premium  a  person  would  have  to  pay. 
"Insurance  companies  basically  look  at 
the  person’s  age,  health  condition,  and 
if  he  is  a  smoker  or  not,"  Tse  says.  With 
those  customers  who  are  purchasing  a 
policy  worth  $100,000  or  more,  a  urine 
analysis  is  required.  Sometimes  a 
blood  test  is  required  as  well. 

Phan  believes  that  choosing  an  in¬ 
surance  company  is  just  as  important  as 
deciding  what  policy  to  buy.  He 

believes  that  it  is  essential  to  invest  with 
a  company  that  is  stable. 

"Recently,  many  insurance  com¬ 
panies  have  gone  belly  up  because  most 
have  invested  in  real  estate  deals  gone 
sour,"  he  says. 


Three  companies  currently  rate  in¬ 
surance  companies  throughout  the 
United  States.  Standard  &  Poor  rates 
for  a  company’s  claims-paying  ability. 
Their  highest  grade  is  AAA.  Moody’s 
Investors  Service,  whose  highest  rating 
is  AAA,  rates  for  a  company’s  financial 
strength.  Finally,  A.M.  Best  rates  for  a 
company’s  overall  strength,  size  and 
management.  And  their  highest  grade 
is  A  + .  The  Prudential  Insurance  of 
America,  New  York  Life,  and 
Metropolitan  Life  Insurance  Company 
have  all  received  the  highest  ratings 
from  all  three. 

Prudential  is  ranked  as  the  second 
largest  insurance  company  in  the 
world,  (and  the  largest  in  the  United 
States),  after  Nippon  Life,  with  assets 
worth  $169,046  million,  according  to 
the  September  20,  1991  issue  of  The 
Wall  Street  Journal.  The  company  has 
existed  since  1875,  and  it  has  offices  in 
the  United  States,  Canada,  and  Japan, 
plus  new  operations  in  Italy,  Spain, 
Taiwan,  and  Korea. 

Metropolitan  Life  is  ranked  sixth, 
with  $103,228  million  in  assets. 

Ranked  nineteenth  is  New  York 
Life,  with  $50,126  million  in  assets.  It’s 
been  around  for  152  years,  and  it  has 
450  offices  scattered  around  the 
United  States,  Hong  Kong,  and 
Taiwan. 

The  consensus  amongst  the  three 
representatives  of  insurance  com¬ 
panies  is  that  the  Chinese  people  like 
permanent  life  insurance  policies  more 
than  term  policies.  "The  Chinese  like 
to  buy  permanent  insurance  policies  to 
accumulate  a  lot  of  money.  Americans 
usually  buy  term  policies  because  it’s 
cheaper,"  says  Chan. 

Tse  says  that  99%  of  his  Chinese 
customers  choose  permanent  in¬ 


surance  policies. 

Chan  finds  that  older  people  tend  to 
purchase  life  insurance  more  for 
protection  purposes  than  for  anything 
else,  whereas  his  younger  customers 
are  looking  to  life  insurance  for  invest¬ 
ment. 

Phan  suggests  that  people  start 
thinking  about  purchasing  life  in¬ 
surance  as  soon  as  they  start  ac¬ 
cumulating  responsibilities.  For 
instance,  Phan  thinks  that  as  soon  as  a 
couple  gets  married,  they  should  start 
thinking  about  life  insurance  in  order 
to  protect  their  new  family. 

The  reasons  for  an  individual  to  pur¬ 
chase  life  insurance  may  be  varied,  but 
Phan  points  out  that  looking  at  life  in¬ 
surance  as  an  investment  may  act  as  an 
incentive  for  people  who  traditionally 
thought  that  its  only  good  was  to  finan¬ 
cially  protect  loved  ones.  He  says,  "Life 
insurance  is  the  only  product  in  the 
world  that  can  provide  a  tax  free 
return."
